A S Diſcaſes and Death are 
A marks of the Divine Ju- 
| ſrice in the pumiſhment of 
Sin, So the Art of Phyſick 

muſt be acknowledged a deriva- 
tive from the tranſcendent Mercy 
of the Great God, whereby the 
crazie and fickly conſtitutions of 
humane Bodies are ſupported, their 
pains appeaſed, and health reſto- 
red. Theſe as well as his other At- 
tributes, render the Almighty moſt 


glorious. 
A 2 The 
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'The Obſervation deduced from 
what precedes, informs us, That 
thoſe that uſurp, and exerciſe the 
Art of Phylick abyſively and un- 
worthily , do extreamly Eclipſe 
Gods glory, by ſo diminiſhing of 
his Mercy; and of this ſo weighty 
a Sin, it 1s to be feared many Em- 
piricks and. Litthe Apothecaries 1n- 
habiting the skirts of the City 
and Country Villages, do con- 
tra a guilt, not only by -admini- 
ſtring Phylick ignorantly , and 
without -. thoſe. qualifications, that 
are abſolutely neceſlary in a Phy- 
fician, but by over-rating the pri- 
ces of their Medicines, to that de- 
oree, that mean Families by a fit 
of ſickneſs or two muſt unavoid- 
ably be rumed in Eſtate, and too 
oft in their Health. I muſt tell you, 
I have oft (een Bills of Apothecaries 
riſen totwenty,& ſometimes thirty 
pounds in the time ofa + 

waoat 
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what is more, I have known an 
Apothecaries Bill fo extravagant , 
that the ſum at the bottom of his 
Account amounted to Fifty pounds 
1f1 the ſpace of Thirty days, when 
the Ingredients of the whole 
Courſe could not be computed to 


ſtand him in Forty ſhillings: but, 


that which ſounds worſe than all 
this 1s, that not long fince an A- 
pothecary of our Suburbs, to Nine 
Patients, brought in Bills for leſs 
than three quarters of a years Phy- 
fick, amounting to Fifteen hun- 
dred pounds. Though at the ſame 
time I muſt intimate to you, that 
this 1s not the practice of our Lon- 
aon Apothecaries, who not only 
for diſcharging their Conſciences 
in the faithful Preparation of their 
Medicines ,-. but alſo for vending 
them" at reaſonable Rates, may 
vie with any others of that Trade 
n all. Exrope; and therefore you

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are not to ſuppoſe me- here em- 


barqued in a deſign of - diſcon- 
raging you, to make ule of theſe 
later, who are fo neceſſary in the 
Art of Phyfck, but only of diſ- 
charging my Duty to ſuch, as are 
expoſed to be defrauded by fome 
Little Apothecartes of the Country 
and skirts of the City, not-onely 
through their ill preparation of 
Medicines, but alſo through their 
unjuſt and avaricious prices 3 So- 
that I do pretend hereby, Firſt, 
to inſtruct you, how to prepare 
the moſt uſual and ordinary Mes, 
dicinesat your own Houſes, which . 
cannot but be a great ſatisfaction . 
to you, 1n regard you. are Certain 
they are well prepared, and that 
the Ingredients are ſound 'and' 
Freſh. Likewiſe that you- can 
| have your Medicines ready, with- | 
out attending the Apothecaries 
leafure for him to bring them, or 
with=. . 
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without giving your {elf the trou- 
ble to ſend three or four times to 
his Shop for them. Secondly, you 
may be aſſured, that in ſo doing, 
you ſhall ſave Nine pounds 1n 
Ten, -or- ſometimes Forty erght 
pounds in Fifty. Thirdly, by this 
means you avoid being defrauded 
of your lives and Eſtates too, by 
Mountebanks and their Medicines; 
which being ſo indifferently and 
raſhly ufed. by many credulous 
perſons, at all times and ſeaſons, 
without that particular regard 
had to their Conſtitution , Age, 
Sex; Climate, and Cauſe of Diſ- 
eaſc, muſt neceflarily, 1f not kill, 
at leaſt deſtroy the Temperament 
of their Bowels and noble parts. 


; Before I proceed any further, I 
am obliged to demonſtrate, and 
make 1t appear, in what manner,

« Firſt then, I have pick't out 
juch Medicines of the Londox Di- 
ſpenſatory as are moſt uſual, which 
being reduced to-a ſmall number, 
may without any great defray of 
charges, . be: kept ready at- your 
houſes. I have only made choice 
of | three or-four fragrant Waters 
that are- to ſerve for cordial Ju- 
tkps, which. in reſpe&t of Tempe- 
rament,may be mixt and qualified 
for uſe in hot os cold Diſtempers. 
What concerns the vaſtnumber of 
other ſimple diſtilled Waters, I'do 
wittingly rejedt-them, as being-ſo 
Ittle imbued with the vertue of 
the Simples whence. they are di- 
{tilled, that Decoctions, or ſome- 
times Infuſions, or Expreſſions of 

uices made of the ſame Simples, 
or Spirits diſtilled from them; are 
experienced to be a million ſtron- 
gcr, which as your Diſcaſe may. re- 


quire,

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quire, are to be preſcribed, and 
taught you by your Family Phy- 


fitian. Likewiſe compound Wa- 


ters, Syrups, Electuaries, Pills , 
Trochiſces or Lozenges, Empla- 
ſters, Unguents, and Oyls, you have 
only ſo many' recommended to 
you, as' may ferve for moſt uſes; | 
the others: of the Diſpenſatory are 
omitted, either becauſe they a- - 
oree in Vertue- with thoſe that 
are inſerted, or'are not ſo congru- 
ouſly compounded, or are rarely 
uſed, or are dangerons,or ufcleſ(s,or 
it occaflons doth require : may be 
preſcribed by your Phyſician. 
Secondly, I have taught you 
here the beſt manner of diſtilling 
Simple'and Compound Waters, of 
Preparing Syrups, Pills, Electua- 


ries,&c. what Ingredtentsare to be 
put 1n firſt, which afterwards,how

CHAP. TI 
Of the moſt uſefull Simple di illed 


Waters, and the manner how to 


diftil them. 


Mong the vaſt number of 
diſtilled ſimple Waters, none 

are more uſeful, than thoſe four 
mentioned below , which may 
ſerve to anſwer that intention, 
B 2 which 
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which the beſt of ſimple Waters are 
uſed for;viz.for Cordial Julteps,and 
Cordial Potions. What concerns 
alterative Waters, they contain ſo 
weak a vertue (as I ſaid afore in 
the IntroduGion) that Decoctions, 
Infuſions, and Juices made, or Spi- 
Tits drawn from the ſame altera- 
tive Simples are infinitely more 
eftectual ; and therefore when oc- 
ca{ton doth require the uſe of them, 
may be preſcribed, and eaſfily 
taught you how to prepare them; 
by your Family Phyſiciar. 
The four Simple Waters are, | 
1. Baume Water. 2. Black-Cherry ' 
Water. 2.Carduus BenediGus Water. 
4. Red Poppey Water; that is, Wa- 
ter diſtilled of red Poppey flow-

The Herbs, namely Baume, and | 
Carduns BenediGus aretobe bought { 
in Newgate Market, Stocks —— 
Gutter-lane, or Covent-Garden, oo 
| tac 
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the Phyſical Herb-women, -by the 
Basket, the Red Poppey Flowers 
by the Peck, Violet flowers, and 
ſome others are ſold by the pint or 
quart meaſure. Scurvey-graſs 1s fold 
bythe Basket, alſo by the Buſhel 
or Peck.For moſt Herbs,if you buy 
them by the handful,you muſt pay 
a Groat a dozen, or it you have 
occaſion for leſs than a dozen, a 
half penny the handful is the u- 
faal rate. The value of twelve: 
pence in Herbs or Flowers will 
yield three pints of Water, or 
more ; in ſome Herbs it may yield 
two quarts or five pints: or if 
yon have not the convenience of 
diſtilling them, you may buy, 
them from the Apothecaries, at a 
Shilling the pint; or it you are 
onely mindful to buy them, when 
your occaſions require, you need 
pay but a peiiny for the ource,
